@ Housing Help Wrangling in Congress has dimmed chances for housing 
legislation this year, despite the fact that housing starts keep declining. The 
March figure was at an annual rate of 880,000. A coalition hopes to put over 
a program that would lower minimum down payments below what the Admin 
istration has recommended—but make them available to veterans and non 
veterans alike 

They'd make the down payment on a $10,000 house $200, for instance 
compared to $400 the Administration proposes and the $700 now required 
[hey may also try to get lower insurance premiums on FHA mortgages. Op 
ponents are still trying to pass legislation giving the veteran a preferential 
position, and making GI life insurance funds source for mortgage funds 


Budget-Cutting Misleading Don't be misled by the big stories out of 
Washington on the billions being cut by Congress out of Eisenhower's spend 
ing plans for the year begining next July Ist. Construction spending isn’t go 
ing to be affected much. Reason: Much of this spending—-on such things as 
housing, highways, airports, defense bases, public health facilities, rivers and 
harbors, dams and power plants—is on projects already under way, or for 
programs which Congress ts committed by law to finance. On these, there's 
no way Congress can save, other than by cutting off the program or project 
which ts politically almost impossible 


Small Business Aid The Administration is backing legislation to make 
the Small Business Administration a permanent government agency. A law is 
necessary, since the agency’s two year charter expires this year. It’s sure to be 
passed, At the end of April, SBA announced it was ready to hand out $30.1 
million in 495 business loans that were held up because the agency was out 
of funds. The money will be released after loan agreements are signed 
Antitrust Chief Hansen spoke for the Administration when he said that 
bisenhower wants SBA to act as advisor to the White House, to represent small 
usiness in dealing with other government agencies, as well as in lending

Tight Money Probe Ihe scarcity of money ts going to get Congres 
onal scrutiny from the Democratic-controlled Senate Finance Committee 
This is the answer to Etsenhower’s proposal of a commission of private citi 
zens to do the job, Shortage of housing credit will be high on the list, as well a 
failure of the lease-purchase program for getting government buildings built 
and the impact of high interest rates on school construction. But the inves 
tigation will dig into the impact of government financial activities right across 
the board——how federal agencies help or hurt business, their impact on con 
umers, tax policy, inflation vs. deflation and the like. The committee ts starting 
out by hearing heads of government agencies first, but will call in represent 


atives of financial institutions and businessmen laters on 


Highway Spending Ihe huge highway trust fund ts building up about 
according to schedule. But long range, Administrator Bertram D. Tallamy tells 


Congress that actual construction will run two or three years longer than 
Congress had planned when it passed the legislation. That means that highway 
business from the interstate program's $27.5 billion will stretch out into 1970 
and 1971——rather than end in 1969, as earlier schedules had it. The slowdown 
begins in 1960 when only $1.6 billion will be available to parcel out to the 
states, instead of the $2.2 billion authorized by law
